i term ut yearn. 
Cutts admitted that lie 
j was Bradner a agent and for a half in 
ten** I in the diamond would withdraw 
he ch a rg e against him. 
Ralnsley re 
fused 
Bater Mrs. Italnsley called to 
*ee tier husband and told him that she 
had buried the diamond where no one 
but herself could ever find it. 
When Cutts came ngaln to the Jail 
Italnsley told him that Mrs. italnsley 
had put the diamond where uo otic 
could find It and nfter he had served 
his 
term 
in 
state 
prison 
for 
the 
offense 
he 
had 
not 
committed 
he 
would be rich. 
The day before the 
trial Cutts, feeling sure that he could 
not get the stone by prosecuting, offer­ 
ed not to appear against Rainsley lf 
he would give him $1,000. 
Rainsley 
agreed to do this as soon as he could 
sell the diamond and the next day 
went forth s free man. 
The diamond Is now the property of 
an American multimillionaire, and the 
Rainsleys are rich.
